Alexander  K>>b«Ttaon  of  Duukeld.  known 
locally  as  “Duudonnarlue.’'  who  Wasson 
of  a  former  lector  of  Dumfries  and  a 
man  of  mark  in  his  district.  His  noto¬ 
riety  dated  from  1837,  when  be  began  an 
agitatiou  for  removing  the  toll  from  the 
bridge  over  tin*  Tay  ut  Dankeld  on  the 
ground  that  ihe  Duke  of  Athole,  who 
got  the  money,  was  not  entitled  to  it. 
The  military  had  to  be  called  in  to  pro¬ 
tect  tbe  tollbar.  and  "DnndonnachkT 
got  sent  to  jail  for  the  obeo^*te  offense  of 
“murmuring  a  judge,"  under  an  act 
which  bad  not  been  enforced  for  three 
centuries.  Constant  brooding  over  hU 
wrongs  impaired  his  intellect,  and  hi* 
life  bos  beeu  spent  in  a  vain  endeavor  to 
get  his  ronviction  canceled. — London
